Principals in the trial spent the day 


in rest, each one apparently relishing 
the respite from the scenes which 
marked the week's proceedings. By 
the time the hearing is resumed Mon- 
day, 
it is expected that Mrs. Evelyn 


Nefabit Thaw will have entirely recov- 
ered her composure and be prepared 
again to take her place in the witness 
chair Thuisday it was said the young 
woman was on the verge of illness, 
and that a cup of broth had been her 
only sustenance for two days 
She 


T\as so weakened as the result of her 
daj s experience that she retired im- 
mediately upon leaching her apart- 
ments 
The only reason which took 


her from her bed wa» the call she had 
pronged to make upon her husband 
in the Tombs prison 


There had been reports to the effect 


that Thaw was himself in bad phja 
ical condition, JauJ *hen he appeared 
to greet nil -wife ht declared that he 
was feeling exceptionally well anl 
was enjoying 
his usual vigoious 


health. „ At Tha* rushed into the con- 
ference" room he clasped his wife In 
his arms, saying, "My dear, brave lit- 
tle wife." 
The two talked together 


for a long whije, and then Attorney

Mrs Thaw was pale and worn, but 
when approached by newspaper men 
smiled and tried to appeai cheerful. 
In reply to questions she said she was 
"feeling pretty well."

It 
will depend upon how Mrs Thaw feels 
at the end of this period as to wheth- 
er or not Thaw's counsel will go 
ahead with their re-direct examination 
of her. Mr. Delmas has been making 
copious notes during Mr. Jerome's 
questioning of the witness, and he will 
hlcely, endeavor to place a different

which MV been disclosed. With the 
cross-exam aation only naif completed 
and with the re-direct and re-cross 
examinations In view, there seems no 
way to approximate the number of 
dayi in the witness chair Mrs. Thaw 
has before her. 
If she is much fa- 


tigued at the end of Mr. Jerome's first 
cross-examination she may bo releas- 
ed for a time, subject to recall. In 
view of the fact, however, that the de- 
fendant's counsel forced the district 
attorney to proceed with the cross- 
examination against his will, he will 
very likely insist In return that they 
shall also conclude with the witness 
before she is excused from the stand.

WAR AGAINST 


NICARAGUA 


Reported Officially Declared by the 


Republic of Honduras. 


ALLIES MAY BE INVOLVED 


Salvador and Guatemala Likely to te 


Dragged Into the Conflict—Attitude 
of Costa Rica Declared Uncertain. 
Mexican Official* Discuss Central 
American Situation. 


City of Mexico, Feb. 23.—"War is 


an actual condition In Central Amer- 
ica," said Undersecretary of State 
Algera. "We have received a mes- 
sage from the Mexican consular gen- 
eral at Tegucipalpa, Honduras, which 
says: 'Minister of Foreign Affairs Cul- 
len declares that active war has been 
declared against Nicaragua. President 
Bonilla is now at the head of the Hon- 
duran troops and marching to the 
frontier to meet the forces of Presi- 
dent Zelaya.'" In response to ques- 
tions as to the attitude of Salvador in 
the struggle, Secretary Algera was 
reticent, but when assured that the 
press had received information that 
Salvador would become involved as 
an ally ot Honduras, he admitted that 
the department had received tele- 
giains corroborating this. 


A high state official, who asked that 


his name not be used at this time, 
said: "You may state that this up- 
heaval will perhaps be the most for- 
midable that has ever pccurred in 
Central America. At first it will be 
Honduras and Salvador again&t Nica- 
ragua, but from information which we 
have obtained we know that Guate- 
mala will be the ally of Nicaragua. 
Whether the aid of President Cabre- 
ra's country will be open or secret, 
we don't yet know, but we do know 
that the country will be drawn into 
the controversy. This will mean that 
all Central America will be in a state 
of war with the exception of the re- 
public of Costa Rica. As to her atti- 
tude, we are uncertain." 


It has been officially stated that the 


proposed intervention ot the United 
States, Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador^ 
and Costa Rica in the Honduran-Nlc- 
araguan dispute was initiated too late 
to secure ihe desired results.

Providence, R. I., Feb/ 23.-^Gover- 


'nor James H. Higgins addressed a 
joint session of the legislature on 
"Washington 
and His Times/' and

Burchard, speaker of the house. 
"It 


has been pointed out," said Governor 
Higgins, "that in no walks of life did 
he ever arise to the immense proper 
tions of a genius. In the field of 
statesmanship he was easily sur 
passed by many of our day. It would 
be unfair to compare him In this re 
spect with either Benton, Clay or 
Sumner. As a soldier he is surpassed 
by Napoleon,, Caesar and Alexander. 
Even in our country his ability on the 
field of battle perhaps did not ap- 
proach the masterly strategic powers 
of Robert E. J^ee or Phil Sheridan or 
II. S. Grant." Governor Higgins also 
spoke of Washington as lacking in 
scholarship.

Graver Cleveland. 


Chicago, Feb. 23. — former Presi- 


dent Cleveland was the guest of honoi 
at a banquet at the Union League 
club. In introducing Mr Cleveland 
Judge Cutting, the toastmaster, re- 
ferred to the question as to what the 
United States should do with its ex- 
presidents, and declared that the so- 
lution of the difficulty stood before 
them. "The only ex-president which 
the United States possesses," said he, 
"has 10 absolutely, so creditably, so 
happily disposed of himself that there 
is nothing left for the country to do iu 
his behalf" 
When Mr. Cleveland 


arose he was greeted with applause 
whicn lasted for several 
minutes. 


"Ouf toastmaster," said Tie, "has re- 
ferred to a delicate and tender sub- 
ject, what shall be done with our ex- 
presidents? It has been suggested 
that they be taken out in a five-acre 
lot and shot. It seems to me, how- 
ever, that an ex-president has* already 
suffered

him Immunity from any such thing. I 
think the best place for an ex-presi- 
dent is in the water—especially water 
where there are plenty of fish."
